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After Gaggle is set up and actively analyzing desired communications and content, Gaggle 

reviewing begins. The Gaggle reviewing process starts when potentially inappropriate content is isolated, 

and it ends with Safety Representatives responding to the situation. 

The action taken by Safety Representatives will depend upon (1) whether the reviewed content is actually 
inappropriate and, if so, (2) the severity of the inappropriate content. 

The flow chart below details the entirety of this process, from beginning to end:
